man. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS will issue, probably 
this month, the ‘‘ Life and Correspondence of 
Arthur Penrhyn Stanley,” by R. E. Prothero, 
the new editor of the London Quarterly Review, 
with the co-operation of Dean Bradley. The 
author of this work, which has been nearly ten 
years in preparation, has had at his disposal all 
the correspondence and family papers of the late 
Dean Stanley, and has prepared a biography as 
authentic as it is sure to be interesting.

THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. 


NEWSPAPERS, MAGAZINES, AND Books IssuED 
IN PARTs.—VI. 


INSTEAD of using books for these records 
some booksellers are adopting the card index sys- 
tem. This has long been in use by libraries, but 
of late years it has also wona place in the com- 
mercial world, where it has been recognized as 
offering the simplest and most thoroughly satis- 
factory solution of the difficulty of keeping long 
lists of names, addresses, etc., in perfect alpha- 
betic order and in convenient shape. As a 
means to this end it is extensively used in many 
publishing houses, savings banks, life and fire 
insurance companies, railroad offices, and large 
manufacturing establishments; but, at the same 
time, it can be so modified as to suit the most 
modest as well as the more extensive business 
demands. 

Before touching upon the special advantages 
of the system, it might be well to glance at 
the special difficulties met with in keeping 
blank-book records. These are patent and ap- 
pear to be unsurmountable. In the first place 
a blank-book index to customers or subscribers 
—or anything else—cannot be kept in exact 
alphabetic order; with the wisest planning it 
is certain to fill up irregularly and never give 
perfect alphabetic arrangement for any list in 
a state of growth. Neither does it give the 
power of elimination ; when the index becomes 
clogged with obsolete matter, records of dis- 
continued subscriptions, etc., it must be re- 
written to discard the dead material, and 
keep thoroughly ‘‘ up to date.” Again, ina 
blank-book index, the larger the number of 
names the greater the difficulty of finding a 
given one, even under the best-arranged plan 
and the most careful alphabetizing. These 
three prime difficulties the card index does away 
with: (1) being capable of unlimited change, 
rearrangement and expansion, it can be main- 
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tained in absolutely perfect alphabetic order; 
(2) as each entry is on a separate card, obsolete 
matter may he kept constantly weeded out with- 
out affecting the index as a whole in the slight- 
est degree; (3) a large index is as easy of 
reference as a smallone; whether a list contain 
one hundred or one thousand names, a given 
entry can be found with facility. 

A card index, briefly described, consists of a 
series of cards, ruled or unruled for entry, of 
exactly the same size, and standing on edge in 
drawers, boxes, or trays. They may be ar- 
ranged alphabetically on any plan, by names; 
subjects, numbers, or dates. Blocks, guides, 
cards, devices to prevent drawers from spilling 
or cards from being misplaced, and many ingen- 
ious accessories, can be readily had if desired. 
The greatest advantage of the system is the 
ease of keeping it up to date and in perfect 
order. A new card can be put in place any- 
where at any time; anything can be removed 
by simply lifting out its card, while adequate 
guards allow cards to be added or withdrawn 
by the proper person, but prevent others from 
removing or confusing their arder.. The ac- 
cessories of chief importance in a card index 
are blocks and guides. The blocks are trian- 
gular and are placed at each end of each row of 
cards, to give them the proper angle for easiest 
reference; the guides are cards of stiff bristo} 
board, or a more durable material, as zinc or tin, 
cut so as to project slightly above the index 
cards; the projection is properly lettered, and 
these guides mark the alphabetic order of the 
index and enable the user to turn without 
search to any desired name, topic, or number. 

The cards in general] use are of two sizes—the 
‘* Standard ” or ‘‘ P”’ [postal] card, 3x 5 inches, 
and the ‘‘I” [index] card 2x5 inches. The 
latter is, as a rule, used only for brief entries— 
one title without notes.* The other fittings ofa 
card index also deserve brief mention. For small 
lists or indexes a “‘tray outfit” affords all the 
material needed for a beginning ; it consists of 
a japanned tin tray with covers, containing the 
‘**standard”’ or smaller cards and supplied with 
necessary guides. This would do to begin an 
index, which could later be expanded into a 
regular indexcase. The regular index cases, for 
larger and growing lists, are of hard wood and 
contain from two to eighteen drawer-trays in 
which the cards are arranged. A steel rod pass- 
ing from front of the drawer through the cards 
—which are properly punched—hold the cards 
securely in their place, preventing their mis- 
placement. The rods are locked and unlocked 
by aa simple device.

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LONDON BOOKSELLERS’ SOCIETY’S 
ANNUAL DINNER. 


THE fourth annual dinner of the London Book- 
sellers’ Society was held at Holborn Restaurant, 
London, on the evening of November 11. The 
trade was, as usual, well represented by many of 
the best-known London booksellers and pub- 
lishers, and among the authors present were Au- 
gustin Birrell, Archdeacon Farrar, Joseph Pen- 
nell,and MartinConway. Mr. Birrell was chair- 
man of the meeting, which was entirely devoted 
to sociability and proved thoroughly enjoyable. 
Business was banished for the time, and the seri- 
ous affairs of the society, the discount question, 
and trade matters in general were hardly touched 
upon by the speakers. 

The first speech of the evening was made by the 
chairman, who, in proposing ‘‘ Success to the 
London Booksellers’ Society” expressed the 
gratification it was to him to be asked to preside 
at the banquet. The only possible claim he had 
to be present was, he believed, from the fact that 
he fancied he could make a fortune as a book- 
eeller. . . When looking at the publishers’ 
sheets, and the advertisements in the papers, he 
was sometimes glad he had not carried out his 
desire of being a bookseller. Although when 
as a boy of eleven he heard a bookseller tell 
his father he would leave off his business if 
he could, he was astounded to find that a 
man could contemplate for a moment retiring 
from such atrade. They must all feel that the 
booksellers of the country performed a great 
work, for which the public should express its 
satisfaction and thanks. Cheapness was not al- 
together a source of gratification, and he was glad 
that one of their asms was to observe as far as 
possible the rules of fair play which all profes- 
sions and classes desired to retain amongst them- 
selves. If a profession or business was worth 
anything there must be amongst its members a 
strong feeling of esprit de corps, and the welfare 
of all honorable persons in the trade should be 
regarded. A society like theirs, therefore, de- 
served not only their support, but also the sup- 
port of the outside public. He was somewhat 
sorry to find that night that there were to be no 
prizes to be awarded to the young and deserving 
menibers of the craft, but he hoped arrangements 
might be made in the future to continue that 
work. There was nothing more annoying to 
a bookbuyer than an unintelligent bookseller’s 
assistant. What was more annoying than to be 
told there was no such a book when, perhaps, 
one had it in his hand; or to be told that no 
such book was known, when, perhaps, one had 
read the review—if not written ithimself? Such 
things were calculated to stultify the very feeble 
inclination which now existed amongst people to 
buy books. The bookbuying instinct required 
careful studying and nursing, and booksellers’ 
shops must be made easy of access and attractive, 
and it was necessary that there should be some 
encouragement for that to be done. Of course 
they knew that booksellers’ assistants were ex- 
pected to know not only what they wanted them- 
selves, but what everybody else wanted, and they 
should be encouraged in their work. . . . He 
would like to see all booksellers sellers of 
books both old and new. There was a great 
charm in a place of business where books were 
published and where old books also could be ob- 
tained, and if they could combine the two, book- 
sellers’ shops would become more attractive than 
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at present. Inconclusion, Mr. Birrell said that 
such a society as theirs deserved well, and he 
trusted they would all drink success to the Lon- 
don Booksellers’ Society. 

Mr. E. Shepherd replied in a short speech. 

Mr. Heinemann next spoke on ‘‘ Authors and 
Books.”’ --He said he was glad the chairman had 
only been anxious to become a bookseller and 
not a publisher, for there was a great difference 
between the two. There were many varieties of 
publishers, and he supposed that years ago, when 
they met in respectable taverns in Fleet Street 
and smoked pipes and drank sack, they were ea- 
sier to deal with than now. He hadhad many 
experiences with authors, and one gentleman, 
whose drama in blank verse he had declined, had 
asked him to meet him outside England accord- 
ing to the Continental fashion, which he supposed 
meant pistols or swords. He concluded with a 
complimentary reference to Archdeacon Farrar, 
who, he said, was one of the first gentlemen he 
published for. 

Archdeacon Farrar, in reply, spoke of the 
functions of criticism and of the many benefits 
conferred by good books. 

Mr, Calder Turner, in a short and witty speech 
proposed ‘‘ the guests,” Mr. Martin Conway and 
Joseph Pennell. 

In his reply Mr. Conway said he supposed he 
was asked to respond because he was in the hap- 
py position of having to address his own nurses, 
and he hoped they would treat the young one 
kindly when it came upon their shelves. He 
thought the relations between authors and pub- 
lishers and booksellers were good, for they all 
had the same interests, but the methods of the 
business were not always the same, for they read 
of the epitaph on one John Richardson, which 
ran : 

** Here lies John Richardson from misery free, 
Who once was a bookseller’s hack, 
He lived such a devilish life in this world 
That I don’t think he wants to come back.”’ 

Mr. J. Bowden proposed ‘* Prosperity to Book- 
sellers in Town and Country.” He said that he 
endorsed everything that had been said in the 
past about the interests of the authors, publish- 
ers, and booksellers being identical. The book- 
sellers’ difficulties were great, but publishers 
were willing to make every concession to the 
bookseller they possibly could to improve his 
condition, though he trusted that the booksellers 
would remember that the publishers also had 
difficulties. He believed booksellers occupied an 
important position, and they would do well to be 
more impressed with the honor pertaining to 
their profession. He trusted that the friendly 
relations already existing between booksellers 
and publishers would continue, for he believed 
that the booksellers were true men who took a 
great interest in the books they sold. 

Speeches were also made by Joseph Pennell, 
Col. Cooke, Col. Routledge, Mr. Squires, and T. 
Burleigh, secretary of the association. Mr. 
Burleigh said that the council of the society 
could have accomplished nothing without the 
help of friendly publishers, and it was mainly 
owing to them that booksellers were able to keep 
theirshops open. In no better way could they 
strengthen the society than by supporting as far 
as they possibly could the friendly publishers. 
Time would then give booksellers better terms, 
if they would be true to the principles of_che so- 
ciety, and abstain from undue competition. 

A programme of songs and recitations con- 
cluded the evening. 
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THE EDINBURGH BIBLIOGRAPHICAL 
SOCIETY. 


Tue fourth session of the Edinburgh Biblio- 
graphical Society, which was held on the 3d inst., 
elected Mr. William Cowan as president for the 
year 1893-94. The society has just issued to its 
members four papers of great interest. Mr. 
Cowan prints, as a contribution toward the soci- 
ety’s very practical project of furnishing com- 
plete chronicles of the early Scottish presses, 
a hand-list of works from the press of Andro 
Hart. Mr. Gordon Duff in ‘‘ Notes ona Leaf 
of an Early Scottish Donatus,” suggests that 
the leaf, of which a fac-simile is given, is earlier 
in date than any known Scottish book printed 
in Scotland; and in another paper, on ‘‘ The Two 
First Books Printed in the Scottish Language,” 
discusses ‘‘ The Art of Good Living and Good 
Dying” and the ‘‘Kalendar of Shepherds,” 
printed in Paris, for sale in Scotland about the 
year 1503. Mr. Edmond, in a paper on the 
‘* Inventories of Edinburgh Printers,” 1577-1603, 
points out the curious fact that out of one hun- 
dred Scottish editions there recorded twenty-six 
only are known, and these are represented by no 
more than forty-three copies.

GERMAN HYMN-BOOKS IN AMERICA. 
PittspurG, December 4, 1893. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

As acontribution to the discussion of the bib- 
liography of German-American hymn-books, 
brought out by a paragraph in your sketch of 
Dr. Schaff, permit me to say that I have in my 
possession a book bearing the following title- 
page in German: ‘‘ The Congregational Hymn- 
Book, | for Useat Divine Service by Lutheranand 
Reformed Churches in North America. | Col- 
lected at the request of ministers of both denom- 
inations | and approved and recommended by 
committees of two Synods. | Fifth edition. | 
Greensburg, | Printed and Published by I. E. 
Steck, | 1828. 

The first edition was published in Baltimore 
by Frederick G. Shaeffer, and copyrighted by 
him in the forty-first year of the independence of 
the United States. The 1828 edition, under the 
copyright entry, bears the following rather curi- 
ous note : 

‘The above copyright having been transferred to the 
subscriber, he hereby cautions all persons from publishing 
this work; as in all such cases he is determined to enforce 
the law. E. Stxcx.”’ 

A second edition was issued in 1817, which is 
recommended by the Reformed Synod, which 
assembled in that year in the city of York, in 
Pennsylvania. EpwaArD E, LEvI. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


ProF. JOHN TYNDALL, the great English sci- 
entist, died on the 4th inst. at his house in Has- 
lemere, County of Surrey, aged seventy-three 
years. Professor Tyndall, though of English 
parentage, was born, August 21, 1820, in the vil- 
lage of Leighlin Bridge, near Carlow, Ireland. 
He received his early education in the public 
schools of his native town, and as a boy was an 
enthusiastic student and admirer of Carlyle, 
When nineteen years old he entered a division 
of the ordnance survey; later he was for three 
years a railway engineer in England, and in 

. 





1847 he became a teacher in the newly estab- 
lished Queenwood College, Hampshire. From 
this time on he devoted himself to his chosen 
life-work of scientific investigation, resigning 
his teacher’s position in 1848. He studied un- 
der Bunsen in the University of Marburg, and 
made many trips to Switzerland and the Conti- 
nent while pursuing his investigations. The 
paper that first made him a name in the scien- 
tific world was a treatise on the ‘* Magneto- 
Optic Properties of Crystals,” published in the 
Philosophical Magazine in 1850. Perhaps his 
most popular work was ‘‘ Heat Considered as a 
Means of Motion,” first published in 1863, which 
has passed through many editions; his writings 
include many volumes and detached articles 
upon the most important branches of physical 
science, marked in general by a style as delight- 
ful as it is lucid and energetic. A new enlarged 
edition of his ‘*‘ Fragments of Science” was pub- 
lished in 1892. In 1872 Prof. Tyndall delivered 
a course of thirty-five lectures in the United 
States. In 1876 he married Louisa Charlotte, 
eldest daughter of Lord and Lady Claud Hamil- 
ton. He leaves no children. 


THE BARONESS TAUTPHEuS died, November 
12,at Munich. The baroness was born in Wales, 
and was Miss Jemima Montgomery when she 
married Baron Tautphceus, at that time chamber- 
lain to the King of Bavaria. She was the author 
of less than half a dozen remarkably good sto- 
ries, the best known of which are ‘‘ The Initials” 
and ‘‘ Quits.” In the latter she first drew the 
attention of the English public to the extreme 
beauty and devoutness of the Ammergau Passion 
Play, and did much, we believe, towards initiat- 
ing the many English and American pilgrimages 
to see the decennial performances of that play,

W. ROBERTS, whose work on “ Printers’ 
Marks” has recently been published, is prepar- 
ing for immediate publication a bcok entitled 
‘“* Christie’s: a chapter in the history of art,” 
which will be illustrated. 


GENERAL LEW WALLACE is at work on a fourth 
novel, the material for which he has been quiet- 
ly collecting for several years, but he refuses to 
say with what age or people he will deal in his 
new work, nor will he even say when he expects 
to have it finished. 


Mrs. HELEN CAMPBELL, whose ill-health for 
the last two years past has prevented much of 
her usual work, has now fully recovered, and 
has gone to Madison, Wis., for some special 
work in the School of Economics under Dr. 
Richard T. Ely, as well as to take part in the 
University Extension course of the University 
of Wisconsin, in which she is entered as lecturer 
on woman’s work and wages. Her novel,‘‘John 
Ballantyne, American,” which has run as a serial 
in The New England Magazine for 1893, will be 
issued in book form early in 1894, as well as a re- 
print of her children’s books, the Ains/ee Series.

Theantiqui- 
ties of Frankford and the other towns along the 
road are described in detail, and there is much 
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interesting historical and genealogical informa- 
tion relating to pre-Revolutionary days and old 
Pennsylvania families.. The volume is a large 
quarto, fully illustrated, 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS import a reprint of 
Sir Philip Sidney’s ‘‘ Arcadia.” It is a well- 
made volume, with graceful type and good 
paper, and has as a frontispiece a reproduction of 
Vertue’s plate, which was engraved after a pict- 
uresque portrait of the author, drawn by Isaac 
Oliver. They have also recently imported ‘‘A 
Short History of the Renaissance in Italy,” taken 
from the work of John Addington Symonds, by 
Lieut.-Col. Alfred Pearson ; and the first volume 
of the best plays of Ben Jonson, edited by Dr. 
Brinsley Nicholson, with an introduction by C. 
H. Herford, in the Mermaid Series. 


THE OPEN CourtT Pus. Co. have just ready a 
holiday edition of a novel entitled ‘‘ The Re- 
demption of the Brahman,” by Prof. Richard 
Garbe, of the University of Kiénigsberg, Prussia. 
Prof. Garbe’s works are very scholarly, and most 
of them treat of the recondite subjects of ancient 
Indian rituals and Brahman philosophy. His 
‘“‘ Indische Reiseskizzen” is a popular work which 
made him known in Germany asa brilliant liter- 
ary writer outside the pale of his science. Prof. 
Garbe travelled through India during 1885 to 
1887 as a commissioner of the Prussian govern- 
ment, and he used this opportunity to make a 
special study of the Indian philosophical systems 
in Benares, the metropolis of Brahman wisdom. 
His relations to the native savants became more 
intimate than is usually the case between Euro- 
peans and Brahmans. Many observations.of his 
are embodied in this little tale, ‘‘ The Redemp- 
tion of the Brahman,” which is not only a fas- 
cinating sketch of the religious life of the native 
Indians, but also a picture of the aspirations 
which in exceptional cases prompt faithful be- 
lievers among the Brahmans, like so many 
Christians of Europe and America, to outgrow 
the old rituals and ceremonies of adogmatic and 
narrowly sectarian worship, and to widen into a 
cosmic religion of humanitarianism. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


It will perhaps be news: to many that the 
Marquis de Ray, who died in Paris on the 5th 
inst., was the man whose disastrous attempt to 
found a colony in New Ireland (a large island 
east of New Guinea, now a part of the German 
possessions, and called New Mecklenburg) sug- 
gested Alphonse Daudet’s ‘‘ Port Tarascon.” 


HvuTcHINSON & Co., London, will publish im- 
mediately a work on ‘‘ French Illustrators,” by 
Jules Claretie. It will contain fifteen plates 
printed in color, on Japan paper (and produced 
by Goupil in Paris). More than sixty of the 
leading French artists will be represented by 
over a hundred drawings, sketches, and portraits, 
and all by text illustrations. 

ELKIN MATHEWS & JOHN LANE, of London, 
acquired the right of reprinting from the original 
manuscripts in William Hazlitt’s collection (sold 
last week in London by Messrs. Sotheby) the “‘ Li- 
ber Amoris,” hitherto garbled, the letters from 
Hazlitt to Patmore, and the diary kept by Mrs. 
William Hazlitt in Scotland while the divorce 
proceedings of 1822 were going on, together with 
fac-similes of a letter from Sarah Walker to 
Hazlitt and a letter of Hazlitt’s to Patmore ; also 
an unpublished portrait of Hazlitt. The book 
is now in press, and will be issued immediately.
